NOTE: The side wall is defined such that the container can nest within one or more other containers and wherein the 
surface discontinuity helps hold the layer of shrink-wrap in position against said portion of said tapered side wall. 

The original claim 1 presented for examination didn't even have the combination of a shrink-wrapped container, but merely set forth a 
container. Furthermore, putting some of the subject matter of original claim 2 into original claim 1 , after the first Office Action, where 
claims 8-10 depended solely from claim 1 is sufficient to prima facie cause a new grounds of rejection. Particularly, were claims 4 and 5 
have nothing to do with the surface discontinuity. If applicant disagreed with the original Office Action they could have retained the 
claimed subject matter, however they choose to amend. Also, page 6, third paragraph of the first Office Action pointed out that the 
subsequent office action shall be made final. Giving applicant ample opportunity to respond. 

Accordingly, the holding of Final Rejection is considered fairly applied and proper. 
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
